WASHINGTON, Jan. 30.—The 


prestige of the Roosevelt adminis- 
tration was greatly diminished to- 
day as a result of the Senate's de- 
cisive rejection last night of the 
President’s plea to join the World 
Court. The vote was 52 for ad- 
herence to 36 against, or seven votes 
short of the two-thirds majority 
necessary for ratification of the 


protocol. Twenty Democrats voted 
against the proposal despite last- 
minute pressure from the White 
House.

FOOD PRICES STILL GOING UP 


Sharp Increase for First Two 
Weeks of January. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 30. — A 
sharp increase in the retail food 
prices during the two weeks end- 
ed Jan. 15 was reported yesterday 
by the Labor Department. 

Prices during that period reached 
their highest point since October 
15, 1931, the department said. Food 
which cost $1.15 during the last 
two weeks of December cost $1.18 
during the first two weeks of the 
new year, $1.05 a year ago and 94c

E. Roy Alexander, a Post-Dispatch 
reporter, was called by the ae- 
fense as the last witness.

Alexander replied that when the 
party had been there 15 or 20 min- 
utes Kelley told him the place 
was “very like” the building in 
which he had been kept. At that 
time, Alexander said, Dr. Kelley 
pointed out changes that had been 
made, mentioning the _ stairway 
particularly, and the alterations in 
the attic. 

Wolfe asked Alexander whether, 
after talking to Fiedler at Rogers’ 
home, and going with Fiedler to 
St. Charles County where Fiedler 
pointed out Johnson’s home as the 
place where Dr. Kelley was first 
held captive, the witness believed 
the information that Fiedler had 
sold to the Post-Dispatch. 

“I believed it,” Alexander replied. 

“And not until it had been con- 
firmed did you use it?” 

“Not until it had been con- 
firmed,” the witness answered. 

“What was the proof of Fiedler’s 
information?”

Defense Rests After Conference. 


After Alexander left the stand 
Judge Nolte ordered a 15-mnute 
recess, during which Lacy walked 
into the office of the Prosecuting 
Attorney to request that arguments 
be put off until Wednesday.

Natt that he intended to put the 
defendant McDonald on the stand 
as the last witness for the defense.

Another Chicago bondholders’ 
committee, the report said, con- 
trolled 169 bond issues of $111,000,- 
000. The primary motive of this 
committee, it was asserted, was to 
obtain big fees and expenses. 

“It appears that the average fee 
was around 4 per cent,” said the 
report. “If such average fee was 
charged on the entire par amount 
of bonds being handled by this 
committee, upwards of $4,440,000 
would accrue to the committee and 
their associates. To this should be 
added the fees of their management 
corporation, usually 5 per cent of 
the gross rentals collected, and in- 
surance commissions.” 

One Chicago bondholders’ com- 
mittee, the report said, faces a de- 
mand for $81,000 in Federal income 
tax as a result of the investigation. 
In another case large amounts of 
funds of a protective committee 
were deposited in a Chicago bank 
with no interest being collected. 

$811,000 Fee on One Property. 

As an example of high fees being 
paid Chicago protective committees, 
the report said that fees totaled 
$811,000 on the handling of one 
property with $3,500,000 first mort- 
gage bonds in default. 

The committee said the president 
of one of the oldest real estate 
bond houses in Milwaukee was, with 
his family, owner of a hotel cor- 
poration and a group of other real- 
ty properties. Over $6,000,000 in 
bonds were sold on the properties 
by the firm. 

A plan of reorganization was de- 
vised under which most of the bond- 
holders would get only 50 cents on 
the dollar but the equity stock of 
the president or his associates re- 
mained the same. Interest charges 
were to be cut, 

“The proposal would result in a 
material reduction of interest 
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charges on the funded debt, as a 
sacrif.ce on the part of the bond- 
holders, all to the advantage of the 
owners of the equity,” said the re- 
port. 
Conferred With Themselves. 

“It should be noted that this real 
estate company was the original un- 
derwriter, trustee, and through its 
president and associates, the owners 
of the equities in these corporations 
and to all appearances represent- 
ed the bondholdc s in the proposed 
reorganization. All that was nec- 
essary, if any question arose, was 
for them to confer with themselves 
and determine the method best suit- 
ed to their own interests.” 


Evidence indicated that $400,000 
was paid to the real estate compa- 
ny which should have been applied 
to service first-mortgage bonds, but 
was Civerted to other purposes, the 
report said. ‘ 


“With the major portion of the 
estimated $8,000,000,000 of defaulted 
real-estate bonds in the hands of a 
few of these ‘chain committees,’ the 
terrific losses and deprivations of 
the innocent bondholders is obvi- 
ous,” the report says. 


“It appears in the case of one of 
the largest institutions in Chicago, 
that two or three law firms, and 
certain of the banking fraternity, 
completely control and dominate 
the defaulted real-estate bond situ- 
ation. The auditors of this select 
committee were able to procure cer- 
tain data, but were subsequently 
stopped by the refusal of this insti- 
tution to make available additional 
information. ... 


“In the case of another Chicago 
bondholders’ committee handling 169 
issues aggregating $111,000,000, the

“Another prominent Chicago

“When these real estate bonds 
were sold, one of the officers of the 
underwriting house would usually 
act as a trustee and be prominently 
identified, directly or indirectly, 
with the subsequently formed bond- 
holders’ protective committee.

Says Its Drivers’ License Bill 
Has Embarrassed His Com- 
mission in Its Work. 


The TraZfic Commission appoint- 

ed by Mayor Dickmann, which has 
prepared an automobile drivers’ li- 
cense measure requiring physical 
examinations, has been embarrassed 
by the action of the Automobile 
Club of Missouri in sponsoring a 
bill which does not require physical 
examinations, the Mayor said yes- 
terday at a meeting of his commis- 
sion. 
Mayor Dickmann expressed sur- 
prise that the Automobile Club 
measure had been introduced, in 
view of the fact that the organiza- 
tion was represented on his com- 
mission. 

Matthew F. Morse, general man- 
ager of the club, denied any inten- 
tion of embarrassing the commis- 
sion, but said he did not agree that 
a bill providing for physical exami- 
nation of 1,000,000 persons was 
practicable. He added that it had 
little chance of passage and that 
the provisions of the bill his organi- 
zation is sponsoring included revo- 
cation of license for state law vio- 
lations. 

Police Judge Vest pointed out 
that the Automobile Club bill did 
not provide for suspension of li- 
censes for violation of city ordi- 
nances. He asserted it “would mean 
nothing to St. Louis.” The bill has 
been reported favorably by a House 
committee. 

The Traffic Commission measure 
was drafted by Circuit Attorney 
Franklin Miller, who said he would 
take it to Jefferson City today for 
introduction by Senator McMillan 
Lewis. The Automobile Club bill, 
Miller declared, was a “weak substi- 
tute” for the commission’s proposal 
that all applicants for drivers’ li- 
censes undergo a brief physical ex- 
amination at police stations or sher- 
iffs’ offices to determine their abil- 
ity to see, hear and distinguish 
colors.

COLUMBIA, Mo., Jan. 30.—In- 
creased enrollment in every depart- 
ment of the University of Missouri 
for the second semester beginning

With late registrations expected 
to add to the total, the increase 
amounted to 13.3 per cent over the 
second semester of 1934, as 3014 stu- 
dents enrolled yesterday. 

The College of Arts and Sciences 
showed the greatest increase, with 
1052 registered, as compared with 
999 in February, 1933.

$4300 when the bank was first es- 
tablished after the failure of The 
Bank of Tyronza, the only deposi- 
tory in the town. 

The community bank, known as 
The Tyronza Banking Co. does not 
come under the jurisdiction of the 
State banking department but is 
examined by national bank exam- 
iners. It was organized under a 
statute adopted by the Arkansas 
Legislature in 1921 permitting the 
formation of co-operative institu- 
tions, placing an 8 per cent limita- 
tion on dividends, and providing 
company names must start with 
“The” and end with “Co.” or “Inc.” 

Ten other Arkansas depositories 
are operating under this statute. 
The first one was established at 
Conway and the one here opened 
a few months later. 

The Tyronza Banking Co., ac- 
cording to J. L. Dean, its cashier 
and sole employe, does not make 
loans except on Government paper 
and has no savings accounts.

Rosengoltz told the All-Union Con- 
gress of Soviets “we are experien<- 
ing a series of difficulties in devel- 
oping trade exchange.

“It was directed toward govern- 
ments which do not pay their 
debts,” he declared. “Our imports

It is rather 
strange that because of the John- 
son Act, the bank organized to fi- 
nance trade between the United 
States and the U.S. 8S.

WHEREABOUTS OF AMERICAN 
HELD IN GERMANY IN DOUBT 


Confusion as to Whether He is in 
Jail in Munich or

THE PROPOSED INSURANCE CODE. 

Senator McDowell has offered a bill, prepared by 
the State Insurance Department, which would vir- 
tually rewrite the insarance code of Missouri. It is 
an outgrowth of the numerous insurance scandals 
with which the State has been plagued, du®, in large 
part, to loose legislative requirements. In an edi- 
torial of Sept. 8, 1933, entitled “Lessons of the Mis- 
souri Insurance Mess,”‘we said: 

Another cause of the rotten mess in which the 
Missouri State Life Insurance Co. finds itself 
is the whittling away of safeguards in Missouri's 
insurance laws by highly paid lobbyists, who 
have been writing these laws in the interest of 
unsound insurance practices. In most cases, the 
members of the Legislature are entirely unaware 
of what is happening and the Missouri Insur- 
ance Department, which should understand the 
significance, either does not do so or fails in 
its duty to policyholders of blocking unsound 
legislation. 

An instance of such legislation is a law passed 
in 1927 permitting the exchange of “any real estate 
acquired in foreclosure or in payment of debts in 
whole or in part for other real estate.” Under author- 


‘ity of this law, insurance companies traded their first 


liens on farms for equities or second mortgages on 
city real estate, chiefly apartment houses. The re- 
sult, of course, was disastrous. Another instance 
was a “liberalization” of law by which insurance com- 
panies were permitted to increase loans on real esfate 
from 50 per cent of value, the time-honored rule, to 
66 2-3 per cent. 

In 1933, at the special session of the Legislature, 
State Superintendent of Insurance O'Malley obtained 
the passage of a sheaf of reform bills, most of which 
were inspired by the collapse of the Missouri State 
Life Insurance Co. One provided for compulsory regis- 
tration of life insurance policies, including deposit of 
reserves behind the policies with the State Insurance 
Department; another prohibited life insurance com- 
panies from owning the stock of other insurance com- 
panies; a third forbade life insurance companies to 
invest more than 10 per cent of their capital and sur- 
plus in any one real estate enterprise; a fourth, aimed 
at preventing a repetition of the Continental Life in- 
cident, barred the construction of large and costly 
office buildings. 

In explaining the bills, Supt. O'Malley said: “The 
principal purposes of this program are to tighten up 
the insurance laws, give the State more regulatory 
power and increase the protection of policyholders 
through more effective control of investments and 
business of the companies. It is designed to curb 
speculative practices.” 

Senator McDowell's bill continues and consolidates | 
the reform program of 1933. It reduces the amount 
companies can lend on real estate from 66 2-3 per cent 
to the old figure of 50 per cent. It restricts invest- 
ments that can be made by insurance companies to 
those of ‘“‘the highest type,” 
method of placing few restrictions on what the com- 
panies can buy. It requires diversification of invest- 
ment, a principle long established in the management | 
of life insurance companies, but honored more 
the breach than in the oDdservance by many Missouri 
companies in the past. In a memorandum accom- 
panying the bill, the Insurance Department says: 

One of the grave faults of management of the 

Continental Life Insurance Co. was its failure 

to diversify investments—and this same fault has 

been found in every company of recent years 
liquidated by the Superintendent. 

We do not attempt here to make a complete analy- 
sis of the proposed code, or to ratify it in its en- 
tirety, but only to indorse its main purposes.

TWO YEARS OF NAZI RULE. 

A grim significance which he did not intend lies 
behind Propaganda Minister Goebbels’ announcement 
that today, second anniversary of the Nazi triumph 
in Germany, is to be observed without ostentation. 
He said: “The anniversary of the success of the 
National Socialist revolution is no occasion for a gay 
festival.” The thousands of fugitives from the Nazi 
fury will give hearty assent to that. Likewise, many 
thoughtful Germans who, it is reported from many 
quarters, are again beginning to think for them- 
selves, will feel inclined to accept Dr. Goebbels’ pro- 
nouncement literally. 

The Nazis have amazed.the world by the speed 
with which they have seized complete power and 
beaten down their opposition since Jan. 30, 1933, 
when Adolf Hitler became Chancellor. It is fair to 
ask if they have benefited the German people as they 
promised. Examination of the party’s famous plat- 
form of 25 “unalterable” points affords a test. 

The first three points, relating to foreign affairs, 
stand unfulfilled. They include “union 
mans in one great Germany,” abrogation of the Ver- 
sailles and St. Germain treaties and acquisition of ad- 
ditional land. Hopes for reunion with Austria are 
at low ebb, for Nazi tactics have solidified foreign 
opposition to the step. The treaties are weakening, 
it is true, particularly with reference to German 
rearmament, but there is little prospect of territorial 
readjustments. The Saar would have returned to 
Germany, and by an even larger vote, had there 
been no Hitler. 

Several succeeding points, relating to ostracism 
of Jews, destruction of the parliamentary system and 
control of the press, have been carried out. The Nazi

NRA: 


OMETHING has to be done about NRA 
S before next June, when the act expires, 

and it is clear that the sooner decisions 
are made, the better. For the future of NR“ 
is a major factor in the calculations of labor 
and capital. 

Yet there is no reason to think that the 
administration, the Congress or the country 
is now ready to make final and permanent 
decisions. For one thing, the constitutional 
questions are very great and are as yet un- 
settled, and it is reasonable to suppose 
that the Supreme Court wou!d be far more 
tolerant of many aspects of the NRA if they 
were temporary than it would be if they 
were made permanent. 

But even if we knew now what the author- 
ity of Congress is and what law-making pow- 
ers it can delegate to the President, to his 
deputies and ultimately to the code authori- 
ties, it would still be unwise to attempt tu 
make final decisions at this time. The coun- 
try has not yet reached clear opinions on the 
vital questions of policy. Until it does, the 
only sensible thing to do is to play for time 
and hope that debate will clarify the ques- 
tion. 

ae ™ * 

The first source of confusion about the 
NRA comes from a failure to distinguish be- 
tween its incidental social and humanitarian 
reforms on the one hand, and, on the other, 
the critical economic policies, dealing with 
prices and wages, which are at the heart of 
it. 

It has made, or is at least attempting, 
three great reforms. The first is the aboli- 
tion of child labor. The second is the de- 
velopment of a system of collective bargain- 
ing based on a semi-judicial process applying 
some sort of new common law. The third is 
the development of a system of industrial] 
law designed to reduce commercial corrup- 
tion and anti-social competition. 

Unquestionably these are desirable 
forms. But they are not the heart of the 
NRA. If it is legal to abolish child labor, to 
promote collective bargaining and to outlaw 
unfair trade practices through codes, which 
are nothing but Federal laws made under 
delegated powers, then Congress can in any 
one of a dozen @ifferent ways make these 
reforms permanent. These reforms can be 
preserved, whatever it is decided to do about 
the vital price-fixing.and wage-fixing ele- 
ments in the codes. No one need hesitate 
to re-examine these central principles for 
fear of jeopardizing the reforms. 

[t is on its price and wage principles that 

NRA must stand or fall, and it is in regard 
~ these principles that there is now the 
greatest confusion in Washington, among 
business men, labor leaders and the people 
generally. These are the matters that cail 
for very thorough debate before any definite 
decisions are taken.

The NRA has been operated on the theory 
of a high hourly rate paid for by monopo- 
listically administered high prices. Thus, in 
the autumn of 1933, it succeeded in raising 
the average hourly earnings in dollars of all 
employed wage earners from about 84 per 
cent of the 1923-25 level to 100 per cent. 
Since, however, the cost of living had fallen, 
the real hourly earnings of the employed 
were about 132 per cent of the 1923-25 level. 

Thi looks like a gain for labor. In fact, it 
was not. For there was relatively little em- 
ployment to be had at this very high rate. 
Thus, in spite of the high wage rate, the 
real weekly earnings of the employed were

only about 90 per cent of their 1923-25 earn- 
ings. Although the real earnings of labor 
per hour were a third again as great as they 
were 10 years earlier, the weekly income of 
labor was 10 per cent less. 

What did this mean? It meant that the 
employed, though they earned a lot more per 
hour, were employed so few hours that their 
income was considerably smaller. It meant, 
too, that a vast army of men were in the 
position where they would have earned high 
wages if they had had any work. But they 
did not have the work. So they were uneni- 
ployed. Thus, we had high hourly wage 
rates, reduced weekly income for the em- 
ployed and a great many unemployed. 

Although the high hourly rate did not ber- 
efit even those who had employment, it was 
very effective in promoting unemployment. 
For in most industries, wages are a very im- 
portant item in the cost of production. It 
is the hourly wage rate that matters here, 
for that is what determines the cost of man- 
ufacturing a particular article. 

NRA raised this cost. Then it permitted 
and compelled manufacturers to maintain 
prices and even to raise prices so that they 
could pay the hourly wage rates. These high 
prices were more than the general public, 
which had suffered a great reduction in in- 
come, could afford to pay. So there was an 
insufficient demand for goods at these high 
prices, a lack of orders and consequent un- 
employment, 

Thus, instead of increasing “purchasinz 
power” by raising hourly wage rates, the 
NRA, by raising costs and prices, reduced 
the purchasing power of the people as a 
whole and could neither sell its goods in 
quantity nor re-employ labor.

The NRA approved price-fixing in order to 
help labor achieve a high hourly rate of 
wages. But manufacturers espoused the pol- 
icy because large groups of them were im- 
bued with the same fallacy as the labor lead- 
ers. They preferred a high price per unit 
of output, even if this meant virtually shut- 
ting down their plants, to a low price with a 
larger volume of sales. 

During the depression, these monopolists 
achieved their purpose. They kept prices 
relatively very high and they did very little 
business. Is it to be wondered at when we 
see that the price of farm machinery, which 
is a manipulated price, fell only 15 per cent 
between September, 1929, and February, 1933, 
whereas the prices of farm products feil 
more than 50 per cent? 

Before it will be safe to make any perma- 
nent decisions about the codes, it will be 
necessary for the country to make up its 
mind whether it believes in or does not be- 
lieve in the theory of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor concerning the high hourly 
wage rate and the theory of big business con- 
cerning the high unit price. These two theo- 
ries are both monopolistic, and the great 
question is whether we wish by Federal law 
to confirm these monopolies or to break 
them up. 

If we confirm them, one: of two things 
must happen: Either we must resign our- 
selves to a chronic depression and a large 
army of permanently unemployed who can- 
not find work at high hourly rates because 
the public cannot pay the prices that are 
established by high costs and by monopolis- 
tic prices, or we must prepare to inflate 
other prices until they catch up with these 
high costs and higher prices.

plan, Eastman found that the pros- 
pects were not bright. 

“In 1929,” he said, “the railroads 
earned in the aggregate a net in- 
come of $896,806,611 after fixed 
charges. In 1932, they suffered a 
net deficit of $139,203,821, and in 
1933, a net deficit of $5,862,836. In 
1934 there will probably be again 
a net deficit, and unless traffic in- 
creases, the prospects for 1935, in 
view of increased wages and prices, 
are worse. There are 55 steam rail- 
roads now in receivership and 
bankruptcy, aggregating 42,249 
miles of road.” 

In view of these prospects, East- 
man thought the railroad manage- 
ments should be willing to forget 
their individual aims and strive for 
general good of the industry. He 
said that he had reached the fol- 
lowing conclusions regarding econ- 
omies: 

“Opportunities lie in the unifica- 
tion or joint use of many terminal] 
facilities; in the pooling of freight 
cars used in intercity service; in 
arrangements for pooling trains or 
traffic; in the joint use and mod- 
ernization of shops; in a reasonable 
standardization and simplification 
of equipment, materials and sup- 
plies; in centralized scientific re- 
search; in reduction of interline 
transfers of freight and cars; in 
‘simplification of inter-company ac- 
counting and the establishment of 
a railroad clearing house.” 


He also found that it would be 
possible to reduce operating costs 
and improve service and add to 
traffic by utilizing motor trucks 
and busses in ways to supplement, 
or substitute for, rail operations, 
and that costs could be further re- 
duced by the use of lightweight 
passenger cars, Diesel-electric en- 
gines, lightweight freight cars, and 
interchangeable containers which 
could be used for store-door service 
with motor trucks. 


Financial Reorganization. 


Coming to railroad financial re- 
organization under private owner- 
ship, Eastman said that the un- 
fortunate part about the railroads’ 
indebtedness was that it was in 
bonds which entail fixed charges. 
These charges must be paid if in- 
solvency or bankruptcy is to be 
avoided. He said that insolvent 
railroads “had often been the prey

Under Eastman’s proposals, the 
permanent co-ordinator, who would 
also be a member of the reorgan- 
ized I. C. C., would be in charge of 
the short and long range planning 
for the unified transportation sys- 
tem. This co-ordinator would have 
power to order changes, subject to 
review by the new control ‘board 
but Eastman indicated that he ex- 
pected the various managements 
tO co-operate so harmoniously that 
these powers would remain in re- 
serve. Eastman rejected the idea 
of a department of transportation 
headed by a cabinet officer on the 
ground that such an official would 
more than likely have a political 
bias. teferring to the fact that 
Great Britain has such a cabinet 
officer, Eastman pointed out that in 
that country there are “well-estab- 
lished traditions in the civil service 
which we do not enjoy in the Unit- 
ed States.” 

On Railroads’ Outlook. 

Looking at the present and near

ruptcy act to meet this situation. 
Under his plan, the I. C. C., after 
considering all plans offered, would 
tentatively approve one plan for 
If ap- 
proved by the court, it would be 
submitted to the security holders. 
The consent of two-thirds of each 
class of creditors and stockholders 
would bind the minorities. The 
court, after further hearings, could 
find the plan fair and equitable, 
and make it effective without such 
consent. Authority would also be 
given the I. C. C. to regulate pro- 
tective committees organized to 
represent groups of security hold- 
ers. 

Eastman drew these final conclu- 
sions regarding financial reorgani- 
zation: 

(1) No good will be accomplished 
by piling up indebtedness through 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation 
loans, unless the carrier has a suf- 
ficiently sound financial structure 
so that some measure of private 
credit is likely to be regained rather 
quickly with an upturn in business. 
It is better that carriers not so situ- 
ated should avail themselves of the 
bankruptcy act. Trusteeship under 
the bankruptcy act ought not to be 
regarded as a calamity. It is rath- 
er a temporary haven from which 
the railroads can later emerge in a 
better position to face the future. 

(2) For roads in bankruptcy, two 
courses will be open. They can 
rest with the trustees until future 
Prospects can be forecast more ac- 
curately, or they can proceed to 
immediate reorganization. In the 
event that they choose the first 
course, needed capital funds can be 
obtained to the extent that the 
trustees and the court are willing 
to issue trustee certificates with a 
sufficiently favorable lien. 

(3) The problem with respect to 
immediate reorganization is an in- 
dividual one for each carrier. The 
necessary objectives are to provide 
an opportunity for the issue of 
high-grade bonds close to the rails 
during the transition period of re- 
habilitation and modernization, and 
yet pave the way to the ultimate 
sale of stock. 

(4) For the present, private cred- 
it is not a dependable quantity, and 
the Government must be the chief 
source of needed capital funds. It 
should not provide funds for the 
preservation of unsound financial 
structures, but it can well be lib- 
eral in the provision of funds for 
well-conceived plans of rehabilita- 
tion and modernization. 

His Hopes for Private Ownership. 

Eastman was not sanguine as to 
what his plan of regulated private 
ownership would accomplish. “The 
plan,” he said, “will not effect a 
great improvement in conditions 
quickly, but only gradually. It will 
prove most successful if there is 
an early and pronounced upturn in 
general business conditions, and 
least successful if there is no 
abatement of the depression, It 
may not forestall further railroad 
bankruptcies, and the restoration 


ly. Apart from general business 
conditions, the chief threat to the 
plan lies in the difficulty which the 
numerous railroad managements 
may encounter in acting collective- 
ly of their own volition to any ade- 
quate extent, and in prolonged liti- 
gation if the power of the Govern- 
ment is exerted to compel such ac- 
tion.” 

But he had fewer hopes for the 
two other plans: Consolidation of 
the railroads into a few great sys- 
tems, and Government ownership 
of all the railroads. 

Consolidations, such as envisaged 
by the “Prince plan,” which calls 
for seven systems, he said, would 
bring on litigation with the results 
uncertain. He said that this plan 
appeared “neither desirable or fea- 
sible.” 

Government ownership, he con- 
cluded, contained “the greatest po- 
tentialities of good and at the same 
time the greatest possibilities of 
harm.” 

“Under present conditions particu- 
larly,” he continued, “it would he 
essential to its successful operation 
that the public trustees (of the 
Government corporation running 
the railroads) be given an absolute- 
ly free hand, and that they should 
not be under the domination and 
control of the political branches of 
the Government. 

“Only an enlightened and sus- 
tained force of public opinion could 
accomplish this result. The co-or- 
dinator has seen no evidence as 
yet of the development of a suffi- 
ciently strong body of public opin- 
ion of this character. It may be 
developing, but it hag not reached 
the*state of fruition. It would be 
dangeous to take so far-reaching a 
step until the country is prepared 
to welcome it, and to lend it the 
support and protection which are 
essential to its success.” 


Public Ownership Plan. 


Under Eastman’s Government 
ownership plan, the first step would 
be for Congress to pass a law tak- 
ing over of the operation of the 
railroads. Provision would be made 
for temporary management like 
that of the United States Railroad 
Administration during the war. 
Later there would be created a gov- 
ernment corporation, “United States 
Railways,’ of which there would be 
five trustees appointed by the Pres- 
ident. This corporation would issue 
debenture bonds, but pending final 
settlement of payment for the prop- 
erties, a provisional agreement 
would be made for a “rental,” like 
the “standard return” of the Federal 
control period. 


“The securities of the United 
States railways, Hastman ex- 
plained, “would be the media used 
in final settlement for the proper- 
ties. Obviously cash transactions 
would be impossible, for the neces- 
sary cash does not exist. Just com- 
pensation must under the Constitu- 
tion be made for the properties and 
the controlling factor in determin- 
ing such compensation is their 
value—not the so-called rate-making 
values, but the commercial or mar- 
ket value, which is dependent upon 
the present and prospective earning 
power.” 

Eastman declared that no one 
|could tell what amount of deben- 
‘tures would be required, and he was 
fearful whether the credit of the 
United States could stand the strain. 

“The Federal Government,” he 
| Said, “now has a debt which ex- 
'ceeds the maximum of the World 
War period, and it cannot avoid 
many further and very heavy ex- 
penditures. A direct or indirect in- 
debtedness of several! billion dollars 
created by the acquisition of the 
railroad properties might add ma- 
terially to this burden, to the ex- 
tent that such indebtedness were 
not self-sustaining. . 25 °

effect upon the Government, the 
nationalized railroads would start 
off as a subsidized institution, and 
steps along that path are hard to 
retrace.”

Future Regulation. 


Speaking in behalf of the plan for 
future regulation of privately- 
owned agencies, he concluded: 

“It’s greatest fault is that its 
good results will be accomplished 
rather slowly. On the other hand, 
if well-administered and given 
whole-hearted support, both by the 
Government and the carriers, it 
holds forth much promise. The key 
to its success would be largely in 
the hands of the railroad manage- 
ments. Much would depend upon 
the degree of insight, wisdom and 
energy which they may be able to 
manifest. 

“It is quite clear under present 
conditions, with the rapid develop- 
ment of competitive means of trans- 
port, raliroad methods must be 
changed radically, and in the direc- 
tion of co-operation, collective ac- 
tion and co-ordination; half mea- 
sures and compromises will not do. 
If the railroad managements per- 
ceive this and are able to subordi- 
nate their individual interests to 
the general good of the industry, 
they can make a success of Plan 1 
(Government regulation), and the 
Government can give much help. If 
this plan does not prove successful, 
either Plan 2 (forced consolida- 
tions) or Plan 3 (Government own- 
ership) will be inevitable, and the 
probabilities lie with the latter. Un- 
der present conditions, the co-ordi- 
nator recommends Plan 1, and that 
every effort be made by all con- 
cerned to make it work.”

POMMON FIRS USED 
N GERMAN NEWSPRINT 


Nazis Invent Way of Extract- 
ing Resin; to Import Less 
Wood for Pulping. ~“ 


By the Associated Press. 
EBERSWALDE, Germany, Jan. 


30.—To keep capital in the country, 
Germany is utilibing the common 
home-grown varieties of fir trees 
for making news print. Home- 


grown timber used for pulping cov- 
ered only 50 per cent of the paper 
makers’ needs in the past. The rest 
has had to be imported from abroad. 

Chemical processes have been :n- 
vented recently by experts of the 
Wood Research Institute here, 
whereby the excessive resinous con- 
tent of the common “kiefer” wood 
is extracted. The resultant pulp is 
said to be the equal of that of the 
better-class “fichte” fir. There As 
an abundance of the common “kie- 
fer,” which covers two-thirds of its 
forest area. 

By way of experiment, some is- 
gues of the Deutsche Holz Anzeiger, 
organ of the timber trade, have 
been printed on the new paper, 
which, while a shade grayer, seems 
to be as good as the more expensive 
paper as regards toughness and ap- 
pearance. 

New Pulp Is Cheaper. 

Price calculations have shown 
that, as “kiefer’ wood is much 
cheaper in the raw, the news print 
made from it costs less than that 
from the white fir, despite addition- 
al power needed for pulping and the 
fact that the pulp yield is somewhat 
less in quantity. 

“Naturally, the cost of production 
is lowest when mills are situated in 
regions where cheap kiefer is abun- 
dant,” says an engineer of wood re- 
search institute. 

“The difficulty with inferior fir 
has been to find a way to extract 
the resinous matter without detri- 
ment to the fiber. It often has been 
tried before; indeed 6 to 7 per cent 
of the paper production has kiefer 
for its raw material; but it has nev- 
er been completely successful until 
now. The process is comparatively 
simple and inexpensive.” 

Large Scale Production Planned. 

Manufacture of kiefer-made news- 
print on a large scale will begin in 
a few months’ time, when the Reich 
forestry administration will ar- 
range for large supplies of such 
timber to be made available. 

The engineer was not optimistic 
about exporting possibilities owing 
to exchange difficulties. 

“In certain sections of the United 
States,” he said, theer is an abun- 
dance of resinous timber of small 
value, and we know that a consider- 
able industry has sprung up there 
which treats this wood with the 
soda process, where the sulphine 
process is not suitable; but this new 
German method is virtually adapt- 
able to all kinds of resinous wood, 
even including certain classes of the 
South American Araucaria.” 

A chemistry journal says that 
about seven million cubic meters of 
hitherto practically worthless wood 
can be made available every year 
from German forests.

JOB INSURANCE BILL 
~IN CANADIAN ROUSE 


Premier Proposes Measure Fol- 
lowing Lines of British 
Program. 


By the Associated Press. 
OTTAWA, Jan. 30.—Premier R. 
B. Bennett introduced in the House 


of Commons yesterday the employ- 
ment and social insurance bill, de- 
signed to provide benefits through 
contributions by worker, employer 
and Government. 

The framers of the measure said 
it follows the present British pro- 
gram with certain modifications. 
The plan provides for insurance 
for persons of both sexes more than 
16 years old in the great class of 
workers, with certain occupational 
exceptions, including agriculture, 
teaching, fishing, lumber, banking, 
Government employes, police and 
army and navy forces. 

Men workers more than 21 years 
old will contribute 25 cents weekly, 
employers the same amount for 
each man and the Government 10 
cents. 

A woman worker 21 years old will 
contribute 21 cents, the employer 
the same, and the Government 8.4 
cents. 

After making 40 weekly contri- 
butions, the worker is entitled to 
unemployment benefits if necessary. 
It therefore will be 40 weeks after 
the bill becomes law before it be- 
comes effective. 

Workers will be entitled to bene- 
fits for 78 days plus one day for 
every week’s contribution made in 
the preceding five years, less one 
day for every three days benefit in- 
surance paid over that period. 

A worker, for example, who had 
paid into the fund for a year be- 
fore he became unemployed, would 
be entitled to 78 plus 52 days, or 130 
days. Should the person be re-em- 
ployed in the meantime, the days 
would remain to his credit. 


STANFORD INSTRUCTOR ENDS 
LIFE WITH FUMES FROM AUTO 


Buford Otis Brown, 51, Was Witness 
in Murder Trial of David 
Lamson. 

By the Associated Press. 

SAN JOSE, Cal., Jan. 30.—Buford 
Otis Brown, 51 years old, Associ- 
ate Professor of Journalism at Stan- 
ford University since 1923, was 
found dead of carbon monoxide 
poisoning in his motor car near 
Saratoga, Cal., yesterday. Deputy 
Sheriffs who sought him at his 
wife's request, said he had com- 
mitted suicide. 

Officers found a tube had been 
connected to the exhaust to pipe 
fumes inside the car. Deputy Cor- 
oner Louis Provenzano said a note 
addressed to Mrs. Brown mentioned 
financial difficulties as a cause of 
suicide. Brown had been in poor 
health since an influenza attack 
suffered in Chicago last Christmas, 
members of his family said, and 
had brooded over imaginary debts. 
His wife said his financial affairs 
were not in bad condition. 

Both Brown and his wife were 
witnesses at the trial here last year 
of David Lamson, Stanford press 
executive who was convicted of 
murdering his wife, Allene. The 
Browns lived across the street from 
Lamson’s Stanford campus home, 
and Mrs. Brown was one of the 
persons to enter the cottage after 
Mrs. Lamson’s body was found 
memorial day morning, 1933. Lam- 
son had been a journalism pupil 
of Brown at Stanford. The State 
Supreme Court subsequently or- 
dered a new trial for Lamson, 
scheduled to open here Feb. 18, 
and Mr. and Mrs. Brown were to 
be witnesses. 

Brown publishea a book on news- 
paper management after joining the 
Stanford faculty. He was gradu- 
ated from the University of Mis- 
souri in 1908. ;

Widow of Major Seeks to 
Prove Death of Husband 
Was Accident.

Co. for $15,000 on an accident in- 
surance policy issued to her hus- 
band. Her suit for $5000 against 
the Pacific Mutual Life Insurance 
Co. is pending. ee 

The insurance companies have 
resisted payment, contending that 
Maj. Comfort’s death was not acci- 
dental. He was shot and killed 
Jan. 27, 1934, at his home in Ladue 
Village. 

Pisto] Not Against Head. 

The Coroner testified he was of 
the opinion that the bullet which 
killed Maj. Comfort came from a 
revolver which was 15 to 18 inches 
from his head. A revolver held 
against the head, he said, would 
have inflicted multiple small skull 
fractures which were not found in 
Maj. Comfort’s skull. 

A demonstration of how the re- 
volver with which Maj. Comfort was 
killed might have been discharged 
accidentally, despite its safety de- 
vice, was given at the opening ses- 
sion yesterday by Lon W. Harlow, 
an insurance man who was a guest 
at Maj. Comfort’s home the night 
he was shot. Harlow, who said fire- 
arms were his hobby, was handed 
a .32-caliber Smith & Wesson ham- 
merless revolver of the type with 
which Maj. Comfort was killed. 
Grip Releases Safety Device. 

The safety device was incorporat- 
ed into the butt of the weapon so 
that it would be released by pres- 
sure of the hand in gripping the re- 
volver. John S. Leahy, attorney for 
the insurance companies, asked 
whether the weapon could be fired 
in any way other than by gripping 
the butt. 

Harlow replied that he had never 
tried any other way. Urged to try, 
he placed the revolver on a ledge 
beside the Judge’s' bench, and 
poked the trigger with one finger. 
Pressure of this finger against the 
trigger pushed the weapon back 
against the wall before which the 
revolver lay, and released the safety 
catch. | 

It is the contention of Maj. Com- 
fort’s family and friends that it was 
in some such manner that the re- 
volver was discharged when he was 
killed by a bullet in the head. Maj. 
Comfort had left a group of friends 


a second floor closet for two more 
packs of cards. The revolver was 
kept on a shelf in the closet, along 
with the cards. 

Revolver on Floor. 

Harlow testified that he ran up- 
stairs when he heard the shot, and 
found Maj. Comfort lying on the 
floor beside the closet. The cards 
were beneath his left leg, and the 
revolver had fallen to the floor of 
the closet. 

Richard E. Gruner, lumber deal- 
er, who was among the guests at the 
Comfort home that night, testified, 
as did Harlow, that their host was 
in good spirits. Other details of 
their testimony related to incidents 
previously testified to at deposition 
hearings.

The deposition was read yester- 
day by Forriey Johnston, chief of 
counsel for a group of Alabama 
Power Co. preferred stockholders 
seeking to check the TVA electrifi- 
cation program, and by William C. 
Fitts Jr. of TVA counsel, in a hear- 
ing in United States District Court 
before Judge W. I. Grubb. 

The suit attacks the constitution- 
ality of the electrification program 
in Northern Alabama, under which 
TVA intended to purchase $2,200,- 
000 in property from the Alabama 
Power Co. The stockholders seek 
an injunction to prevent this. 

National defense was brought in

Morgan added the section was par- 
ticularly strategically situated be- 
cause of the raw materials, avail- 
able, power and immunity from 3t- 
tack. 


ALTON CANDIDATE CHALLENGES 
PETITIONS OF HIS FOUR RIVALS 


Says Lists Are Insufficient and 
Files New One at Last Minute. 
John F. McGinnis, one of the five 

candidates for City Judge of Alton, 
tried yesterday to eliminate his 
four rivals by filing a new nomi- 
nating petition at the last minute 
for filing, 5 p. m., and stating that 
the petitions of the other four were 
not legal. 

The law provides that petitions 
must contain names of 5 to 8 per 
cent of the voters at the last gen- 
eral election. As was the practice, 
all five candidates used the last 
city election as a basis, and their 
petitions had from 167 to 267 
names, 

McGinnis, as Assistant State's 
Attorney, says the Supreme Court 
has held that a municipal election 
is not a general election.
